Two  schools  were  maintained  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  twenty-live  pupils. 

— '  Five  pupils  attended  elementary  school  in  Bristol 
School  district.  Seven  pupils  attended  high  school,  five 
at  Ashland  and  two  at  Bristol. 

A  school  year  of  36  weeks  was  maintained  during 
which  there  were  346^  half  days  of  actual  session  and 
\3y2  half  days  lost  because  of  holidays,  institute  days  and 
days  granted  by  the  school  board. 

The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  97.81. 

The  teachers  were  both  Normal  graduates  with 
cadet  training  and  were  paid  a  salary  of  $900.00  each  for 
the  year. 

There  were  8  school  board  meetings  held,  7  visits  by 
school  board  members  in  the  schools,  33  visits  in  the 
school  made  by  the  superintendent  and   54  by  citizens. 
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10  pupils  were  transported  to  school. 

Public  graduating  exercises  were  held  in  June. 
Christabelle  Woods  was  promoted  from  Grade  8  in  the 
River  Road  School  and  Ralph  Avery  and  Antoinette 
Gilpatrick  were  promoted  from  that  grade  in  the  Hill 
School. 

The  River  Road  School  house  was  painted  on  the 
outside  and  the  Hill  School  house  was  painted  on  the 
inside.
